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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/23/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 36: 

The Applicant contends, "Papasakellariou merely proposes recursively 
implementing the "channel estimation" by repeating processes using information 
symbols and pilot symbols, and fails to even suggest recursively implementing the "path 
search". 

The Examiner disagrees and asserts, that, as indicated in the previous Office 
action, claim 36 claims "...a path search and channel estimation part configured to carry 
out at least one of a path search and a channel estimation using pilot symbols of a 
known phase included in a signal received via a multipath propagation path and 
information symbols; and...", so only a recursive channel estimation or recursive path 
search is claimed and, as the Applicant acknowledge Papasakellariou discloses 
recursively implementing the "channel estimation". 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., recursive path search) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Claim 36 claim a 
recursive path search or a recursive channel estimation. Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
